LETTERS TO THE EDITOR. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. - 
Siz,—Having through the country for 
the past few days, I am surprised to see what 
little progress has been made with tillage, or 


urgent necessity for food production, The 
most that can be seen on any farm. is one 
small tillage field, and even on some large 
farms not one sod is turned. The whole 
country seems to be laid out in sheep-walks 
and cattle-ranches. This state of: affairs in the 
present crisis is not just to the public. It is 
evident that, if the war continues, we shall 
have to live almost entirely on home-produced 
food, and, even if peace be proclaimed, the 
same necessity must exist for some years. 
It is also evident that, if sufficient food for 
the people be not produced at home, the 
population must perish jn large numbers. So, 
whether tillage pays or not, to avert such a 
calamity the possessors of the soil should be 
obliged to cultivate it, and to sow sufficient 
wheat, oats, potatoes, and vegetables to 
support themselves and their dependents, as 
well as to satisfy the requirements of those 
who possess no land, but are otherwise use- 
tully engaged. 

May i i saya submit that the Govern- 
ment would be well advised to take immediate 
action in this matier? Our population must 

preserved. Those who hold the land ought 
to provide the staff of life. At present land 
occupiers are not, io this respect, nearly self- 
supporting. They are as much dependent on 
foreign produce as the denizen of the town. 
This should be all changed without delay, 
and each land occupier should be compelled by 
law to do his part. The land is held from 
the King, or from Parliament, purchased by 
the peopies money, and holders should be re- 
quired to do their duty to the public. It is 
uselesg to leave the matter optional. Last 
year, hotwithstanding appeals and warnings in 
the Press, there was in Ireland an all-round 
decrease in tillage amounting to 22,335 acres. 
Farmers and cottagers were called upon by 
the Department of Agriculture and others to 
plant as much potatoes as possible. The result 
was 8159 dcres less than the previous year, 
Munster alone showing an increase of 2,378 
acres. 

Every bolder of land should be required to 
cultivate so much of it, according to the size 
of the holding, and it is a moot question 
whether extensive occupiers should not be 
called upon to till a larger percentage than 
their poorer neighbours. Needless to add, 
cottagers should be required by local] authorities 
to prepare their plots at once, and plant them 
to the fullest extent in proper time—manure 
or no manure. There is no good in wasting 
energy just now on unreclaimed bog :, railway 
banks, or used up quarries: arable land alone 
should be utilised, as time is limited. and, good 
results are essential. There is nothing un- 
reasonable in rendering our land se!f-support- 
ing. It was so in the days of our fathers. 
and why not now? Young and ole should be 
called upon to assist in wardine off the 
threatened scourge of huuger.—Yours, etc..

ENGLISH SCHOOLS AND IRISH STUDENTS.

The 
chimney-pot is a sure guide hours befere the 
thaw supervenes; the higher strata ot clouds 
are not. because they only indicate what 
current is passing away, not what is coming. 
Various other signs of a thaw are a ring round 
the moon at might, .streaky, whitish clouds 
against a whitish sky, damp cobble-stones and 
stone-flags. All these denote the presence of 
moisture and of an advancing air current of 
a higher temperature than the lower 
atmosphere. A cold cobble-stone condenses the 
warmer rmeoisture in solution; and there you 


are. i 

As to the character of a permanent frost, if 
there be such a thing in Ireland, it should be. 
attended by a fairly clear atmosphere, a clear 
sky free from streaks and patches, but not 
necessarily from clouds, and the air current 
should be from the north-east, north, or north- 
west. If there be a light wind blowing from 
any of these quarters, the frost is likely to 
continue for a while. It will be observed that 
the flag-stones remain quite dry during a black 
frost. th. reason being that overhead and under 
the temperature is uniform, with very little 
moisture in solution It should be remem- 
bered that the east wind is the dry wind, and 
never accompanies a white frost. Tt more 
frequently brings snow than any. During the 
long. hard frost and snow of January, 
February, and March, 1895, the east wind, with 
variatiens northward and southward, was the
